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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "rotatable about and" in line 3 renders the claim 
indefinite. It is unclear how the base claim can be "rotatable about" and rotatable with". 
It appears "rotatable about and" should be deleted. 

Regarding claim 16, this claim is incomplete since it fails to contain a light 
source, i. e., applicants' element 162 or 182. It appears claim 16 should at best include 
a broad light source with claims 17 and 19 further defining this source. 

Regarding claim 17, "reflective member" in line 5 should be correlated with "a 
reflective member" in claim 16. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 6-10 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Japanese reference 9-262788, newly cited by applicants. 

Regarding claim 1 , this claim does not require that the driven links be directly 
coupled to the proximal end arms and that the proximal end arms of the first and second 
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arm mechanisms be pivoted to the base. In the Japanese reference drive links 22d1 
and 22d2 are coupled to proximal end arms, i. e., the opposite ends of base 23 by 23d1 
and 23d2. 

Regarding claim 23, the motor for the arms in the Japanese reference can be 
operated while the base motor is not operated. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
